1.  Section  1.  Operation:  Significant  Activities, 

a*  During  the  reporting  period  nany  important  visitors  toured  the  com¬ 
munications  facilities  operated  by  the  44th  Signal  Battalion*  Those  visitors 
included  Major  General  Latta,  Brigadier  Generals  Terry,  Van  Harlingen,  and 
COL  Gardner  Pierce, 

b.  At  the  onu  of  the  reporting  period,  the  total  assigned  personnel 
strength  had  reached  on  all  time  low  of  858* 

c.  The  extremely  critical  shortage  of  Radio  Relay  and  Carrier  Attendants 
(MOS  31il)  was  alloviatcd  by  the  arrival  of  34  new  replacements, 

d.  On  24  April  1968,  the  battalion  was  tasked  to  comit  four  Radio 
Relay  Teams  in  support  of  a  lAiGV  Contingency  Mission  Plan,  Tho  teams  were 
dispatched  and  on  location  in  less  than  24  hours  alter  roceipt  of  the  mission 
order. 


e.  All  training  ve.3  conducted  m  accord  \nco  with  Department  of  the  Amy 
and  local  regulations  end  at  no  time  were  op^r  'tions  disrupted  for  the  pus* 
pose  of  training,  Tho  unit  did  not  conduct  any  major  troop  movements  during 
the  reporting  period, 

f.  During  the  reporting  period  training  inspections  wero  conducted  by 
1st  Signal  Brigade,  160th  Signrl  Group,  and  44th  Signal  Battalion,  Only 

ini  nor  irregular  ti.s  wore  noted.  The  battalion  has  not  been  able  to  accomp¬ 
lish  range  firing  due  to  enemy  activity.  A  waiver  of  ran-e  firing  require¬ 
ments  lioa  boon  received  from  higher  headquarters, 

g.  The  rottionnl  loss  of  technical  controllers  has  created  serious 
controller  problcns.  Th^  said- tactical  nature  of  the  technical  control 
facility  at  the  USaRV  COfSiCEN  allows  selected  72B*a  to  be  trained  in  !20S  32D, 
A  formal  OJT  program  is  bcin^  established  for  this  training  during  tho  early 
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flCCVOO-IF.SC

not  solve  the  problem  of  being  without  experienced  controllers*  Due  to  the 
length  of  timo  required  to  adequately  train  technical  controllers  to  be  pro¬ 
fessionally  competent,  it  is  essential  that  MOS  32D  and  31M  positions  bo 
oontinually  filled  with  experienced,  school  trained  personnel* 

h*  In  addition,  MOS  31S  personnel  performed  extra  duties  in  the  MOS  3U 
teletype  field  due  to  the  severe  loss  of  teletype  repair  non*  Observations 
are  that  most  MOS  31S's  aro  performing  effectively  in  this  ore  a  after  being 
given  selected  OJT*  The  3U  shortage  has  recently  been  alleviated  within 
the  Battalion*  Cross  training  of  31S's  into  the  3U  fiold  continues  aiul  is 
of  significant  benefit  to  this  unit  in  maintaining  its  mission  potential* 

i*  Personnel  aro  continually  sent  to  Southeast  Asia  Signal  School 
courses  and  out-of-country  schools  for  various  training*  This  policy  will 
be  continued  in  the  future  as  long  as  allocations  are  available*  Schools 
avcilablo  aro:  Tolet/pa  Circuit  Restoral,  AN/TRC-110-117,  Lenkurt  26C  Modem, 
Telephone  Key  Systems,  Cable  Splicer,  and  Artillery  Observer  Training. 

J*  Tho  use  of  solectod  recovery  of  repair  ports  from  salvaged  vehicles 
has  had  a  favorable  effect  on  the  battalion »s  deadline  rate*  This  procedure 
in  no  way  effects  the  tuni-in  of  salvaged  vehicles  in  as  much  ns  all  recovered 
parts  are  replaced  with  the  defective  port* 

k*  Proposed  Modified  Tables  of  Organic  tion  and  Equipment  (MTOE)  for 
all  units  of  the  battalion  are  still  ponding  DA  approval*

(1)  Twin  Coaxial ,  Cable  CX  42A51G 

(a)  QBSERVATICN:  During  tho  installation  of  twin. coaxial  c.'.ble  CX  424510 
for  the  Pulse  Code  Modulation  (PGM)  System,  it  was  noted  that  tho  cable  re¬ 
quired  mere  care  in  handling  then  the  standard  spiral  four  cable*  When 
pulled  tout,  the  cable  has  a  tendency  to  strotch  and  will  eventually  break* 

It  was  also  notod  that  installing  PCM  cable  parallel  to  power  lines  hud  no 
effeot  :  u  the  radio  information  or  signal  boing  transmitted  which  is  contra¬ 
dictory  to  the  information  contained  in  the  Technical  Manual*

(b)  EVALUATION.  Since  cable  CZ  424510  1*  actually  two  coaxial  cable* 
in  a  cannon  oovering,  the  cable  should  be  installed  vith  the  same  care  and 
consideration  given  when  instilling  noml  conjdol  cable  i.e.,  avoid  sharp 
bends  and  kinks,  pay  out  by  hand  and  avoid  pulling  the  cablo  directly  off 
the  reel. 

(0)  RECOMMENDATIONS.  CZ  424510  should  be  manufactured  as  a  self- 
supporting  cable  and  mode  nore  conduaivo  to  field  end  combat  conditions. 

(2)  Ittt  ,3$Q/2Q.,.Vflnl8rt  SSBttli&ML 

(a)  OBSERVATION,  The  I®i  360/20  computer  is  housed  in  a  van  which  is 
cooled  by  four  air  conditioners.  During  routine  preventative  maintenance, 

it  was  discovered  that  condensation  was  present  on  the  computer.  This  caused 
occasional  circuit  outages. 

(b)  EVALUATION.  After  a  careful  study  of  the  moisture  problem,  it  was 
concluded  that  the  condensation  was  caused  by  the  operator  continually  adjust¬ 
ing  the  •  thermostats  on  each  of  the  four  air  conditioners  os  the  outside 
temperature  fluctuated.  These  adjuster  nts,  coupled  vith  tho  exterior  temp¬ 
erature  variations,  caused  the  temperature  within  the  van  to  vary  by  £  30°  F. 
This  temperature  variation  caused  the  computer  conpononte  to  "sweat'1,  re¬ 
sulting  in  malfunctions.  The  moisture  problem  was  eliminated  by  adjusting  the 
thermostat  on  each  air  conditioner  eo  th.-t  the  terporature  at  the  air  con¬ 
ditioner  intake  was  70 0  F.  Temperature  within  the  van  was  maintained  at  70° 

45°  fry  inatructing  operators  not  to  adjust  the  thermostat  controls,  only 

to  turn  individual  air  conditioners  on  or  off  as  required.  A  special  report 
on  this  subject  dated  16  April  1968  was  forwarded  thru  channels. 

(o)  RECOMMENDATIONS,  Th.  t  whenever  new  electronic  equipment  (such  as 
the  IBM  360/20  computer)  is  received,  a  study  be  made  of  the  variations  in 
temperature  to  which  the  equipment  will  be  exposed. 

(3)  flililfli  Mu-Pair  gflfelt 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  Overhead  cable  is  vulnerable  to  nortar,  rocket  and 
small  ams  fire. 

(b)  EVALUATION.  Overhead  cabling  is  easier  to  install  than  underground 
cabling,  however,  it  is  much  rare  vulnerable  to  norter,  rocket  and  aooll  ams 
fire.  A  visual  inspection  has  been  mode  of  linos  that  have  been  exposed 

to  rockets,  mortars  and  small  a me  fire.  During  the  forthcoming  monsoon 
season  it  is  expected  that  cables  that  have  been  nicked  by  these  fragments 
will  experience  water  seepage.  This  will  result  in  a  loss  of  circuits  and 
a  great  expenditure  of  time  troubleshooting  and  repairing  the  damaged  cables. 

(0)  RECOMMENDATIONS.  That  in  order  to  eliminate  future  problems  associated 
with  mortar,  rocket,  and  small  arms  fire,  buried  or  underground  conduit  cable 
should  be  installed  in  place  of  overhead  cable  when  time,  terrain,  and  the 
situation  permits.

(a)  OBSERVATION,  Pulse  Code  Modulation  (PQi)  nultiplcx  converters, 

CV  1548,  do  not  have  tho  cap  bill ty  to  convert  1600  cps  to  20  cps  in  the  4 
wire  position.  Certain  circuits  ore  engineered  to  convort  1600  cps  to  20 
ops,  and  vice  versa,  at  strap  through  locations.  This  is  the  cose  where  a 
circuit  is  strapped  from  PCM  equipment  to  the  AN/TCC-13*  The  CV  1548  cannot 
convert  in  tho  4  wire  position, 

(b)  EVALUATION,  Tho  following  tests  were  nade  on  various  strop-through 
circuits! 

Four  wire  straps  v  ore  changed  to  two  wire  straps*  This  solved  the 
conversion  problem  with  no  noticeable  drop  in  the  quality  of  tho  circuits 

tested, 

2«  Circuits  were  reengineered  to  place  20  cps  to  1600  cps  converters 
at  oach  terminal  allowing  1600  cps  to  pass  thru  all  s trap- th roughs. 

2?  Converters,  tolephone  telegraph  TA-182's  wore  installed  at  the  strop 
through  location  betv/oen  the  PCM  equipment  and  the  AN/TCC-13*  This  pro¬ 
cedure  worked  satisfactory  but  will  require  planning  for  detailed  locations 
of  equipment  and  tho  availability  of  TA-182  converters, 

(o)  REXXRiftAHDATIOHS.  PCM  circuits  should  be  engineered  to  comply  with 
paragraphs  b,l  or  b«£  above,  depending  on  the  conversion  capabilities  of  the 
terminals. 


o.  Training; 

(1)  Inadequate  functional  training  of  31M»s, 

(a)  OBSERVATION,  This  unit  ha#  noted  that  personnel  school  trained  in 
MOS  33K  are  not  sufficiently  qualified  to  perform  their  duties  without  a 
significant  amount  of  orwtho-job  training, 

(b)  EVALUATION,  This  is  evident  with  newly  assigned  personnel  who  are 
required  to  oper'te  the  Pulso  Code  Modu-’ltion  (PCM)  equipment, 

(o)  RBCOMhlNDATIONS,  Recorr  ond  that  the  program.  of  instruction  for  the 
MOS  31M  course  be  expanded  to  include  instruction  on  the  PCM  systems,  especially 
if  the  student  is  to  be  assigned  to  RVN,  An  alternative  would  be  to  assign 
ill  personnel  in  the  MOS  31M  directly  to  the  PCM  school  at  SEA SS  prior  to 
assigning  them  to  a  unit.

(1)  RF  Deck  of  the  T-368  Transmitter 

(a)  OBSERVATION.  Problems  are  being  encountered  in  the  RF  dock  of  the 
T-368  Transmitter  with  modification  kit  11-5820-258-35/3.  Ihe  large  6000 
volt  capacitor  ie  shorting  out  through  the  phenolic  bo  rd. 

(b)  EVALUATION..  This  unit^  electronics  naintenance  facility  has 
determined  the  cause  of  the  shorts  to  be  "dust". 

(o)  RECOMMENDATION •  None  at  this  tine. 

(2)  Prescribed  Load  List 

(a)  OBSERVATION.  The  PLL’s  for  conpanios  of  this  battalion  are  excessively 
high  due  to  the  inability  of  direct  support  (185th  Maintenance  Fattalion)  to 
issue  repair  parts  required  to  fill  our  PLL’s.  Listed  below  are  the  number 

of  line  items,  the  number  at  zero  balance  and  the  percent  at  zero  balance:

Number  at  zero  balance  -  1558 

Percent  et  zero  balance  -  41.9$ 

(b)  EVALUaTION.  The  number  of  fills  on  normal  priority  12  requisitions 
is  very  inadequate.  Only  10«8/6  of  the  request  for  parts  submitted  in  the  last 
ninety  days  have  been  filled.  5114  priority  12  requisitions  have  been  sub¬ 
mitted  in  tho  last  90  days  and  only  516  have  been  filled.  The  low  percentage 
of  fill  is  due  to  the  fact  that  direct  support  docs  not  have  the  parts  re¬ 
quired  on  hand.  The  ASL  of  tho  185th  Maintenance  Battalion  is  approximately 
55$  at  zero  balance, 

(c)  RECOMKENDATI 0NS .  That  command  emphasis  be  directed  in  tho  area  of 
repair  ports  required  to  bring  the  battalion’s  PLL  zero  balances  up  to  an 
acceptable  level. 

(3)  Red  Boll  Requisitions 

(a)  OBSERVATIONS.  Red  B  ill  support  is  not  as  unfavorable  as  the  support 
received  on  priority  12  request,  however  the  Red  Ball  System  is  not  operating 
satisfactorily.  Listed  below  ore  the  number  of  Red  B.,11  request  submitted 
in  the  lost  30  days  mid  the  last  60  days  with  the  number  of  fills  rad  percent 
of  fills:

1 .  The  following  consents  apply  to  information  contained  in  paragraphs 
as  indicated: 

a.  Paragraph  2c(1 )  of  Section  2.  To  compensate  for  the  insufficient 
training  of  operrtor  (MOS  31 M)  personnel  on  pulse  code  modulation  (PCM) 
equipment,  the  Southeast  Asia  Signal  School  (SEASS)  has  been  conducting 
two  nine-day  classes  monthly  on  the  AN/TRC-110/117  and  AN/GRC-50  equip¬ 
ment  since  January  1968,  Eighty-seven  enlisted  men  completed  this  train¬ 
ing  through  30  April  1968.  Starting  3  June  1968,  the  number  of  classes 
will  be  doubled.  Considering  the  loss  of  time  on  the  Job  and  the  resources 
required  to  continue  this  training  at  the  SEASS,  concur  in  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  that  adeouate  training  on  this  ecuipment  be  incorporated  into  the 
CONUS  MOS  31 M  course. 

b.  Paragraph  2e(3)  of  Section  2.  The  low  fill  percentage  of  Red  Ball 
requisitions  is  attributed  to  the  high  zero  balance  at  support  activities. 
The  Group  Materiel  Readiness  Expeditor  is  monitoring  this  program  on  a 
continuing  basis.  In  all  cases  where  the  requisitions  were  not  filled, 
non-availability  of  the  requested  items  at  the  support  activity  was  veri¬ 
fied.  It  is  therefore  reconmended  that  action  be  initiated  at  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Army  level  to  ensure  adequate  stockage  of  matoriel  at  depot 
level  in  order  to  provide  timely  response  to  demands  placed  on  the  supply 
system. 

2.  Concur  in  the  conmander's  observations,  evaluations,  and  reeomnonda- 
tions,  as  amplified  above.

For 
a  200  foot  span,  the  sag  is  specified  as  72  inches)  attempting  to  pull 
the  cable  taut  would  cause  it  to  stretch  and  break.

The  recoaaendation  that 
the  CX  4225/0  should  be  asnufactured  as  a  self  supporting  cable,  and  acre 
conductive  to  field  and  conbat  conditions,  involves  questions  of  additional 
weight  and  cost.  Recoaaaend  unit  subait  an  Equlpaent  Iaproveaent  Re  come  n- 
dation  (SIR)  in  accordance  with  TM  38-750. 


b.  Where  aessenger  cable  is  used  to  support  the  CX  4245/0  on  poles  or 
towers  carrying  power  lines,  the  aessenger  cable  should  as  a  precaution, 
be  grounded  to  prevent  shock  to  llneasn.
